The total ; number is 387 The nuij&er- listed under "Points 1 * 
is the Caihamer pdint count where only wins and dra#s ate tabul- 
ated i winners receive one point? in a draw, the point is divided 
among the surviving players. The , "Averaged Score" is computed by 
dividing - the number of points by the number , of games played, 
omitting decimals. The resultant score is similar to a batting 
average in baseball. 

A score of 143 isf average* equivalent to winning one game in 
seven.
